They fay that the ‘frede is Ruin’d by 

the Encroachinerits cf the Lightermer, 
who are grown up to a Mangement upon 
the whole Trade That as they are. 
Charg’d with Combinations, Oc. in their 
not Rusning as they us’d to do to Marker,

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‘fo on the other Hand, they find the Lighter- 
Men ina Combination with the Fitters at 
New-cafile, to Sell {uch and fuch Mens 
Coals, and no others: So that particular 
Perfons having always the Head of the 
Market, theother are delay’d and impos'd 
upon in order to reduce them to the ne- 
ceffity of Selling lower That by 
thefe Artifices, tho’ they have both an Ad- 
vance of Price, and an Abridgment of 
Meafure, yet they Sell at Market Jower 
than before : Nay, tho’ there isan Aditio- 
nal Tax of 3 s. per Chaldron laid on by the 
Jaft Parliament, yet Coals were Cheapcr 
Jaf{ Fleet than before the Tax All 
which is Effeéted by the Power of the 
Lightermen3 and. is meerly dune out of - 
the Livelihoods of the Ships, and the Stocks 
-of the Owners, who manitfefily Sail’d every 
Voyage to lofs, and began to fee their ab- 
folute Rujn before them Toat the 
Fitters at New-caftle had brought this 
Projeét to fuch a head, that the Lighter- 
men at London receiv’d 1500 I. per Annum 
from the Coal-Owners for their Manage- 
ment—— That by thefe Things, the Navi- 
Zation was brought ‘to that pafs, that it 
was clear, the Lightermen and Fitters 
would, and fome had already Boafted, 
they would in a little Time, Buy all the 
Ships in the Trade, and have them for 
little or nothing and that then they 
would put their own Price upon the Mar- 
‘ket, and Ruia all thofe that would not Sail 
under ibem. - . 

That to prevent their manifeft Deftru- 
Gaon, and the Ruin of their Owners they, 


the, Mafters were oblig’d to agree together - 


only toa fteady, confiant and equal Me- 
thod of Sailing ; that none fhall run betore 
another, hut come and go fairty, and Haad © 
la Hand with equal Advantages ; 
The Corfguznces of which they defire 
fhould he no other, than that every one 
fhauld have <qual Advantages of a Market, 
and sot be.fore’d to Work to their. Difad- . 
vantage, others belng partially Difpatch’d 
before thems that fo che Price may he ¢- 
anl, and be fuch they can fupport the 
Trade by.
